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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings submitted have been reviewed and determined to facilitate understanding 
of the invention. The drawings are accepted as submitted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-2, 6-11, 15-18, 22-27 and 31-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,856,881 to Otsuka et al. 

4. Otsuka et al. describes an optical fiber having a core for guiding light of a specified range 
of wavelengths with each wavelength in the range traveling through the core at a particular group 
velocity and the light potentially producing four- wave mixing, a cladding formed around the core 
for containing light within the core, a predetermined amount of at least one dopant uniformly 
dispersed throughout the core such that no two wavelengths in the specified range of 
wavelengths travel through the core at the same, particular group velocity, thereby causing the 
four- wave mixing to be suppressed and cladding including an amount of B2O3 cladding dopant 
uniformly dispersed throughout the cladding to further reduce the four-wave mixing (see 
Abstract, Column 6 Lines 28-54 and Claim 2). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3-5, 12-14, 19-21 and 28-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Otsuka et al. 

7. Otsuka et al. does not specifically describe the core formed of SiC>2. However, Otsuka et 
al. does describe the fiber (including the core) as formed from a silica-based material (see 
Column 1, Line 24). It is well-known in the art that Si02 is the most widely used material for 
optical fibers. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art that the 
silica-based material described by Otsuka et al. would most easily be embodied by using Si02 to 
construct the fiber, including the core. 

8. Further, Otsuka et al. describes core dopants as P2O5 and Ge02 (see Column 6 Lines 29- 
35). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. U.S. Patents Nos. 5,894,537 to Berkey et al., 5,677,786 to Meli and 6,437,906 to Di 
Pasquale et al. describe devices for reducing four-wave mixing.
